When  I pay  out  my  good  money  for  Peony 
Toots^  and  I have  been  doing  that  very  thing  for 
several  years,  I know  just  exactly  the  kind  of 
roots  I like  to  find  in  the  express  package  when 
I open  it.  Perhaps  you  are  not  interested  in  the 
kind  of  roots  which  pleases  me,  but  I like  to 
talk  about  Peony  roots,  and  so  I am  going  to  tell 
you  anyhow.  If  the  man  I send  my  money  to, 
wants  to  have  me  smile  when  I open  up  his  ship- 
ment, he  will  select  either  nice  healthy,  plump 
one  year  roots  with  at  least  five  eyes,  and  from 
which  if  there  have  been  more  than  five  eyes  not 
a single  one  has  been  cut;  or  he  will  select  a two 
or  three  year  old  root,  and  will  cut  from  it  a 
strong  division  with  at  least  five  eyes,  so  dis- 
tributed that  it  can  again  be  cut  into  three  or  more 
smaller  divisions,  each  with  one  or  more  eyes.  I 
do  not  care  if  it  does  not  weigh  more  than  three 
or  four  ounces,  but  I do  insist  that  it  have  at 
least  five  eyes,  and  that  it  can  be  divided.  Now, 
do  you  know  what  I do  when  I get  such  a root! 
Do  you  think  I plant  it  the  very  first  thing  I do? 
No,  indeed.  I get  out  my  sharpest  knife  and  I put 
on  my  left  hand  a heavy,  tough  buckskin  glove, 
and  I carve  that  beautiful  Peony  root  in  a manner 
of  which  I am  very  proud.  When  I have  finished 
with  it  I have  three  or  more  nice  small  divisions, 
and  I plant  them  as  they  should  be  planted,  and 
by  giving  them  exactly  the  right  cultivation  I 


grow  from  each  of  them  in  one  season  just  as  fine 
a plant  as  the  one  which  pleased  me  when  I opened 
the  express  package.  With  many  varieties  I find 
it  wise  to  let  them  grow  into  two  or  three  year  old 
plants  before  again  dividing  them,  and  I quite 
often  find  that  the  plant  which  started  with  only 
one  eye  is,  in  two  or  three  years’  time,  just  as 
large,  and  sometimes  even  larger  than  the  plant 
which  started  with  four  or  five  eyes. 

wiry  hare  I told  you  the  hind  of  roots  I like 
to  receive?  Just  hecause  that  is  the  kind  of  roots 
I like  to  ship.  Whether  I sell  you  a $3.00  root  or  a 
$30.00  root,  it  must  hare  at  least  five  eyes,  and  it 
must  he  eayahle  of  being  cut  up  into  three  divisions. 
That  is  the  kind  of  roots  I promise.  If  you  decide 
to  order  any  of  them  from  me,  and  leant  them 
divided,  I will  make  the  division  for  you  without 
any  extra  charge. 

I offer  in  the  following  list  some  of  the  best 
of  the  newer  and  standard  varieties.  On  some 
of  the  varieties  you  will  note  that  my  price  is 
higher  than  in  other  growers’  catalogues,  and  when 
you  can  get  just  as  large  a root  for  less  money 
from  other  reliable  growers,  I do  not  expect  or 
even  desire  that  you  send  me  the  order.

Experienced  Peony  buyers  will  have  no  diffi- 
culty in  making  their  selections  from  this  price  list 
through  their  knowledge  of  the  varieties  from  var- 
ious descriptive  catalogues  and  Peony  bulletins. 
However,  I realize  that  men  and  women  who  are 
just  beginning  to  be  interested  in  Peonies  will 
wish  they  had  some  assistance  in  making  their 
selection.  In  such  a case  it  would  be  wise  to  con- 
sult the  most  experienced  amateur  Peony  grower 
in  your  locality  and  rely  upon  his  advice.  If,  how- 
ever, after  reading  my  Peony  booklets  and  Garden 
Notes  you  should  feel  that  I could  be  of  any  assis- 
tance to  you  in  selecting  the  varieties  which  will 
give  you  the  most  satisfaction  for  your  money,  I 
would  be  glad  to  have  you  write  me  stating  what 
you  think  would  answer  your  requirements  in  a 
general  way,  that  is,  whether  early  or  late,  or 
midseason  varieties,  the  color  desired,  etc.,  and  I 


will  try  to  select  the  varieties  which  will  satisfy 
and  make  a permanent  customer  of  you. 

I am  growing  my  Peonies  for  the  retail  cus- 
tomer, especially  for  the  Peony  enthusiast  who  is 
building  up  a private  collection,  and  consequently 
I have  no  wholesale  price  or  trade  discount  to 
offer.  The  prices  quoted  are  the  same  to  every- 
one. My  terms  are  cash  with  the  order  and  money 
will  be  returned  for  any  variety  which  I cannot 
furnish.  I will  not  make  any  substitutions,  and 
will  send  only  the  roots  you  order,  as  nothing  dis- 
pleases me  more  than  to  have  a substitute  sent 
me  on  any  order  I place. 

I believe  that  every  variety  I offer  is  abso- 
lutely true  to  name,  but  should  any  prove  to  be 
untrue,  I will  gladl}^  refund  the  money  paid  for  it. 

I like  t<  send  roots  by  express  as  in  that  case 
the  customer  pays  exactly  what  the  transportation 
costs.  If,  however,  any  customer  ordering  a few 
roots  wishes  them  sent  by  parcel  post,  he  may 
send  fifteen  cents  additional  for  each  root  or  divi- 
sion, and  I will  not  only  pay  the  postage  but  will 
also  insure  the  safe  delivery  of  the  package.  Ex- 
press is  usually  cheaper  when  three  or  more  roots 
are  ordered. 

I expect  to  start  shipping  Peony  roots  about 
the  first  of  September.  Customers  may  specify  the 
dates  on  which  they  would  like  to  receive  their 
roots  and  I will  dig  and  ship  them  accordingly. 
On  account  of  the  great  demand  for  the  scarce 
varieties  the  prudent  buyer  will  place  his  order 
as  early  as  possible.
